ICC is the largest 
WorkKeys assessor in 
the state, according to 
statistics released re- 
cently from the Missis- 
sippi Community College 
Board. 

As a result of 
WorkKeys testing, ICC 
awarded 2,743 Career 
Readiness Certificates 
from July 2 013- June 
2014, more than double 
the number by the com- 
munity college which 
placed second. 

WorkKeys is a job 
skills assessment system 
that helps employers se- 
lect, hire, train, develop 
and retain a high-perfor- 
mance workforce, ac- 
cording to ACT, which 
has developed the test. 
The questions are based 
on situations in the 
everyday work world. 
The score, which is de- 
termined by the number 
of questions that are an- 
swered correctly, pro- 
vides an opportunity for 
the test taker to compare 
Level Scores for those 
skills to the levels re- 
quired for the job. Levels 
of certificates include 
platinum, gold, silver 
and bronze. 

"Employers in our re- 
gion have come to value 
the assessment as part of 
the employment 
process," said James 
Williams, vice president 
of Economic and Com- 
munity Services, whose 
division is responsible 
for administration of the 
WorkKeys. 

"Itawamba Commu- 
nity College is committed 
to providing the services 
needed to equip both the 
workforce of the present 
as well as those for gen- 
erations to come," said 
President Mike Eaton.

■ Males between the ages of 18 and 35 
are the most likely to be arrested for 
drunk driving. 

■ According to the Center for Disease 
Control, an estimated 4,500 teens 
are killed each year in drunk driving 
accidents. 

Choosing to drink is just that. Your choice. How- 
ever, if you choose to drink, have a designated 
driver. 

I wouldn't want any of us to be arrested or con- 
victed of murder because we were dumb and 
climbed behind the wheel while intoxicated.

Leo Tolstoy once said, "stop a moment, cease 
your work, and look around you." What does an aver- 
age day consist of?

ICC sets 
strategy 
to save 
energy

Itawamba Community College is making a con- 
certed effort to "superior energy management," ac- 
cording to Wayne Sullivan, vice president of 
Development and Planning. 

The College is "committed to minimizing energy 
consumption and expenditures where possible while 
maintaining a comfortable and safe environment," 
Sullivan said. 

During the 2013 Regular Session, the Mississippi 
Legislature enacted House Bill 1296, the Mississippi 
Energy Sustainability and Development Act, which 
was signed by Gov. Phil Bryant and became effective 
July 1, 2013. 

The act mandates that state agencies, including 
community colleges and universities, work with the 
Mississippi Development Authority and Mississippi 
Department of Finance and Administration to "deploy 
energy management plans and report usage in order 
to lower costs and conserve energy." 

Energy-related data will be gathered from state 
agencies, state institutions of higher learning and com- 
munity and junior colleges, according to the Energy- 
Works website. 

Sullivan said that ICC's action plan includes 

1. HVAC - Set the system to operate on a schedule 
to meet occupancy requirements and seasonal temper- 
ature changes. 

2. Lighting - Turn lights off in unoccupied areas. 
Assess lighting level and reduce where possible. Use 
efficient lighting technology. 

3. Plug load - Have sleep settings for computers 
and other equipment activate automatically. 

4. Purchasing - Buy Energy Star-rated commercial 
equipment, including computers and electronics, 
lighting and heating and cooling equipment. 

5. Employee awareness - Involve employees in the 
process. Post reminders by lights and equipment and 
provide information in newsletters. 

The energy saving steps are to make the commit- 
ment, assess performance, set goals, create and imple- 
ment an action plan, evaluate progress and recognize 
achievements.

Is this another love story you ask? Yes. But it's 
so much more. It's romance, mystery, action, de- 
sire, thrill and death all wrapped together in one. 
The #1 New York Times bestselling author, 
Nicholas Sparks, seems to have the romance novel 
down to a science in his 17th novel, The Best of 
Me. Boy and girl from two separate worlds fall dev- 
astatingly and deeply in love?

Tennessee Titans offensive tackle Michael

At Briarcrest Christian School in Memphis, 
Tenn., he was named Lineman of the Year in 2003 
and rated the number five offensive lineman 
prospect in the country. After receiving several foot- 
ball scholarship offers from various colleges, he 
chose the University of Mississippi. During his first 
season with the Rebels, he started as a guard in 10 
games and was named first-team freshman Ail- 
American. Academically, Oher was very successful 
as well, earning a degree in criminal justice in 2009. 
He was drafted that year by the Baltimore Ravens. 
Today, he's number 72 on the Titans' roster. 

Michael Oher's story not only has relevance to 
student-athletes, but also to all students every- 
where. 

Here at ICC there is a blending of backgrounds 
and cultures. Like Michael Oher, we all have faced 
many trials and tribulations. We should let our ob- 
stacles be our motivation to strive for success aca- 
demically or in anything we do. Never give up, but 
keep pushing forward.

When you don't 
get big plays and you turn 
the ball over, you're going 
to get beat every day." 

D'Andre Belton of 
Ridgeway, S.C. rushed for 
three first-half touch- 
downs to help the Indians 
take a 28-17 lead at the 
break before a 34-yard 
field goal by Tyler Jackson 
of Oxford put the Indians 
up 31-17 early in the third 
quarter. 

The Rangers battled 
back to tie the game be- 
fore taking a 38-31 lead on 
a 15-yard interception re- 
turn by Treston DeCoud 
with 9:48 minutes left. 

Belton rushed for 82 
yards and three touch- 
downs on 18 carries while 
passing for 56 yards on 
three interceptions on 3- 
of-9 passing. Richard Mc- 
Quarley of Meridian 
rushed for 165 yards on 28 
carries as the Indians had 
340 yards of total offense. 
Defensively, Quin Tiggs of 
Tupelo and Chance Mc- 
Nulty of Jackson each had 
an interception while 
Cartin McBride of Cal- 
houn City blocked a punt 
that was scooped up by 
Tre Bogan of Union and 
returned 26 yards for a 
touchdown. 

EAST MISSISSIPPI 

ICC fell to 1-4 on the 
season and 1-2 in the 
MACJC North following a 
51-0 loss to top-ranked 
East Mississippi Commu- 
nity College, Sept. 25.

"We 
are in a hole right now, 
and we can either tuck tail 
and run, or we can come 
out fighting, and that's 
what we're going to find 
out in these next four 
weeks." 

After falling behind 21- 
o in the first quarter, the 
Indians held strong in the 
second before EMCC was 
able to knock home a field 
goal in the final seconds of 
the quarter to take a 24-0 
lead into the break. Clem- 
son-transfer Chad Kelly 
tossed two more touch- 
down passes in the second 
half before a 95-yard in- 
terception return by 
Kameron Myers and a 



seven-yard scoring run by 
Todd Mays closed out the 
scoring for the Lions. 

McQuarley rushed for 
110 yards on 27 carries 
while catching one pass 
for six yards. Belton com- 
pleted 9-of-i5 passing at- 
tempts for 57 yards and 
one interception with 
Grant Kimberlin of Olive 
Branch hauling in four re- 
ceptions for 34 yards.
